Imports from Germany, Italy and the 
United States were smaller, but exports to Germany 
were substantially larger. 





British Railways in August. (Page 520.) 

While, as compared with the corresponding month 
in 1925, a decrease is shown for August last in pas- 
senger traffic and receipts therefrom on British rail- 
ways, there was a substantial advance in both the 
tonnage of freight carried and the receipts gathered. 





British Iron and Steel Output. (Page 520.) 

There was an increase of 4,800 tons in the 
production of pig-iron during October as compared 
with September and two more furnaces were in blast 
at the end of the month. The output of steel ingots 
and castings showed a heavy reduction, but was still 
above that of August and of July.

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REPORT OF H.M. ELECTRICAL INSPECTOR OF 
MINES. 

The Report for 1926 of Mr. J. A. B. Horsley, H.M. 
Electrical Inspector of Mines, which has now been pub- 
lished, contains much of interest to all electricians, 
managers, and others concerned with electrical equip- 
ment at mines. 

Progress at mines under the Coal Mines Acts is 
analysed in detail. The total horse-power of motors 
installed was 1,620,145, or nearly 54,000 I.H.P. greater 
than in 1925. Electricity was used at 1,577 mines, a 
slight decrease compared with 1925. 

A detailed analysis (with comparative figures for ten 
years) of the employment of persons killed and of equip- 
ment involved in fatal accidents due directly to elec- 
tricity is included, and also an analysis of the contribu- 
tory causes of and nature of equipment involved in non- 
fatal accidents. The Inspector describes and discusses 
all the fatal and certain of the non-fatal accidents; this 
portion of the Report, together with the Inspector’s ¢om- 
ments on Trailing Cables and an Electric Drill for shot- 
holes, will be of interest to all who are concerned with 
electricity in the mining industry. 

In regard to coal cutting machines the statistical tables 
comprise a general analysis of the number and deserip- 
tion of machines in use at coal mines during the last ten 
years, and regional analyses of the quantities of machine- 
cut coal got by electricity and by compressed air, and of 
the types of machines used during the years 1924-26. 
These tables serve to show the trend of developments, 
and also indicate the remarkable differences between the 
various coalfields in the extent to which mechanical 
cutting is adopted.

SOUTH AFRICAN PRECIOUS STONES LAW. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Cape Town has for- 
warded the text of a Bill to consolidate and amend the 
laws in force in the several provinces of the Union 
relating to prospecting and mining for precious stones, 
to amend in certain respects the laws relating to the 
diamond trade and to provide for matters incidental 
thereto. 

The text of the Bill, which is cited as the ‘‘ Precious 
Stones Act, 1927,’’ can be consulted by British firms 
interested on application to the Department of Overseas 
Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, 8.W. lL. 

















LIMITATION OF SUGAR PRODUCTION. 


The Department of Overseas Trade has received from 
the Office of the British Commercial Secretary at 
Prague a report from the ‘‘ Prager Presse ’’ which 
supplements that published in last week’s ‘‘ Journal ” 
(page 471). 

This later report states that Messrs. Elbogen, Hart- 
mann, Mandelik and, possibly, also the President of the 
Czechoslovak Sugar Union Kron, are proceeding to Paris 
for negotiations with Colonel Tarafa, President of the 
Cuban Sugar Commission, who, it will be remembered, 
is coming to Europe for negotiations concerning a general! 
limitation of world sugar production. The prospects for 
the negotiations are not considered to be hopeful owing 
to the lack of interest shown by the European sugar 
industry, and it is stated that neither Holland nor 
Great Britain will be represented. 





GERMAN ARTIFICIAL SILK INDUSTRY. 


The Acting British Consul-General at Cologne informs 
the Department of Overseas Trade that the ‘‘ Deutsche 
Bergwerks Zeitung ’’ reports that, in spite of the great 
increase in German artificial silk production, there was 
an expansion of imports of foreign artificial silk during 
the first eight months of the year to 65,191 double 
zentner, as against 16,779 double zentner during 
January-August, 1926. This represents an increase of 
about 400 per cent., and it will be gathered that the 
interest in artificial silk has increased more than was 
originally assumed. 

The German artificial silk industry, meanwhile, has 
not been behindhand. The big artificial silk manufac- 
turers have for some time been occupied in the extension 
of their works, which will shortly start operations. It 
should further be mentioned that the first workers have 
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been engaged at the Cologne works of the Glanzstoff- 
Courtauld G.m.b.H., and it may be expected, therefore, 
that production will be begun shortly. In copper silk 
manufacturing the extensions started by the Bemberg 
Gesellschaft are nearing completion. 





AUSTRIAN LAND REGISTER RECONSTRUC- 
TION: CLAIMS. 


The Foreign Office has been informed by the Austrian 
Chargé d’Affaires in London that the work of recon- 
structing the land registers destroyed on the occasion of 
the recent fire at the Palace of Justice in Vienna has 
progressed to such an extent that the Provincial Court 
for Civil Proceedings, Vienna (Landesgericht fiir 
Zivilrechtssachen), has been able to fix the date for 
beginning the necessary enquiries. 

The land registers (Grundbiicher) of the Vienna Town- 
districts I to 1X and XX, the estate registers of Lower- 
Austria (Niederdsterreichische Landtafel), and _ the 
register of mining leases (Bergbuch), together with the 
collection of documents appertaining thereto, were 
destroyed in the fire in the Vienna Palace of Justice. 
The recompilation of these books—in the first place of 
the land register—is being undertaken ex-officio by the 
Provincial Court for Civil Proceedings, Vienna I, 
Herrengasse 17. In the course of the proceedings all 
rights of property and other civil rights, in particular 
hypothecary rights which are substantiated by judicial 
deeds, extracts from the land-books, or similar suitable 
documents, will be examined and, if found valid, entered 
in the new land books. Nevertheless, it will be in the 
interest of all persons concerned to give notice to the 
Court of their rights, in particular of their mortgage 
claims, and to present, if possible, the necessary proofs 
in form of originals or of authenticated copies, so as to 
meet the possible danger that, owing to lack of positive 
data, it might not be possible to ascertain and establish 
some particular entries, and that for these reasons they 
would not be re-entered in the new books. In accord- 
ance with the following Proclamation, such notices 
(which, as well as their annexes, are free from stamp 
duty and other fees) will be received by the Provincial 
Court: for Civil Proceedings, Vienna, as from 15th Sep- 
tember, 1927. 

PROCLAMATION. 


The preliminary work for the recomposition of the 
destroyed Registers of Landed Property for the taxation 
districts Innere Stadt, Leopoldstadt, Landstrasse, 
Wieden, Margareten, Mariahilf, Neubau, Josefstadt, 
Alsergrund and Brigittenau have been completed. 
The commencement of the investigations is hereby 
ordered for 15th September, 1927. From this date 
owners of real estate, as well as all who are interested 
in the certification of their registered rights, can com- 
municate in writing what is necessary to prove and main- 
tain their rights, make declarations regarding the 
ownership and the liabilities on property, and produce 
the documents suitable for proving their rights (docu- 
ments, extracts from the registers of landed property, 
outlines of the entries in the registers). (Article 17 of 
the Law of 2nd June, 1874. Imperial Law Gazette 
No. 88 and Article 5 of the Order of 9th August, 1927. 
Federal Law Gazette No. 248.)

KOREAN RICE CROP ESTIMATE. 


The Acting British Consul-General at Seoul reports 
that according to the official forecast of the rice crop in 
Korea for 1927 published by the Industrial Bureau the 
harvest should yield 16.999,689 koku, an increase of 
1,698,982 koku over the actual harvest of 1926. Local 
press renorts state that the export of rice grown in Korea 
is yearly increasing and it is calculated that it will reach 
30,273.690 bushels this year as compared with

Retained imports were substantially greater in Octo- 
ber, 1927, than the average of the preceding six months, 
and British exports increased progressively throughout 
the year. The surplus of imports over exports of mer- 
chandise for the first ten months of 1927 was £325 
millions, to which should be added £5-6 millions for 
surplus of imports of coin and bullion, making a total of 
£330-6 millions, compared with £377°4 millions to the 
end of October, 1926, and £298°8 millions to the end of 
October, 1925. 

On the assumption that the price changes in October, 
1927, compared with October, 1925, have been similar to 
the price changes in the first nine months of 1927, com- 
pared with the first nine months of 1925, the following

The volume of our retained imports was 16 per cent. 
greater in October, 1927, than in October, 1925, the 
increase in the food group being about 11 per cent., 1m 
raw materials about 20 per cent., and in manufactured 
goods nearly 23 per cent. The increase in the volume 
of British exports was 4 per cent., and in manufactured 
goods it was over 3 per cent. 
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Exports of coal in October, 1927, were 4,141,000 tons, 
a small reduction from 4,242,000 tons in September, and 
from 4,382,000 tons in October, 1925; more serious was 
the fall in average export values, which was 10 per cent. 
in the two years. Shipments of coal for the use of 
steamers in the foreign trade and of fishing vessels also 
showed some reduction, being 1,369,000 tons in October, 
1927, 1,527,000 tons in September, and 1,410,000 tons 
in October, 1925. On the other hand, exports of coke 
and manufactured fuel were 314,000 tons in 
October, 1927, which was rather more than the 
quantity exported in October, 1925, though 63 
per cent. less than in September, 1927. Retained 
imports of crude petroleum, at 55°7 million gallons, 
were rather less than in September (584 million 
gallons), or than in October, 1925 (58-8 million gallons). 
Imports from Persia were greater than two years ago, but 
imports from other countries were less. Exports of 
British refined petroleum were nearly 10 million gallons 
in October, a heavy reduction from the quantity exported 
two years ago (17°6 million gallons), but nearly as.much 
as in September (10°7 million gallons). Retained 
imports of refined petroleum were 118°4 million gallons 
in October, 101-9 million gallons in September, and 79:1 
million gallons in October, 1925; this increase was 
accompanied by a severe fall in the average import values 
of all classes of oil except lamp oil, the reduction in the 
case of motor spirit being from about £3 13s. per 100 
gallons to £2 12s. 7d. The largest increase in the re- 
tained imports was in fuel oil, from 25-7 million gallons 
in October, 1925, to 40°9 million gallons in October, 
1927. The shipments of fuel oil for the use of steamers 
in the foreign trade and of fishing vessels did not increase 
similarly, being 22-5 million gallons in the earlier and 
22°7 million gallons in the latter period.

Retained imports cf iron and steel and manufactures 
thereof in October, 1927, were below the average monthly: 
imports (388,200 tons) of the preceding nine months, but 
showed a reaction from the declining tendency which 
characterised that period. The increase in October over 
retained imports in September was chiefly in pig iron, in 
steel ingots, billets, blooms, etc., and in steel bars other 
than sheet and tinplate bars. 

British exports consist dominantly of finished goods, 
and in October these all showed a good trade compared, 
with October, 1925, except tinplates and wire goods. 
The increase in exports of railway material is particu- 
larly remarkable. There was a falling-off in the exports 
of galvanised sheets in October compared with Septem- 
ber, but the October exports were still rather above: the 
average of the preceding nine months. The reduction in 
the exports of motor cars and chassis compared with 
October, 1925, is due to diminished trade with Australia. 
In 1925 an exceptionally brisk export trade in motor 
cars and chassis to Australia developed, the number of 
vehicles exported rising from 3,950 in 1924 to 10,418 in 
1925, and to 14,821 in 1926. During the first five 
months of 1927 the exports month by month exceeded: 
those for 1925 and 1926, and aggregated (exclusive of 
commercial vehicles) 10,025, against 3,284 and 5,590 in 
the corresponding periods of 1925 and 1926 respectively. 
In the following five months of 1927 they have been 
2,286, compared with 4,551 in June to October, 1925,, 
and 4,830 in June to October, 1926.

The total retained imports of cotton in the first ten 
months of 1927 amounted to 11,931,000 centals, about 
4-7 per cent. less than in the corresponding period of 
1925. The reason for the great contrast between the re- 
tained imports of raw wool in September and in October, 
1927, is that re-exports, principally to Germany, Bel- 
gium, France and the United States, increased from 6:3 
million lbs. in September to 23°6 million Ibs. in October. 
Retained imports of wool during the first ten months of 
the year increased from 320°8 million Ibs. in 1925 to 403 
million lbs. in 1927.

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On the whole, our textile exports were less good in 
October, 1927, than in September or in October, 1925. 
The greater part of the difference between September and 
October is due to a reduction in the exports of cotton 
piece-goods to India from 125-8 million square yards to 
100°1 million square yards, but both represent an 
advance over the 92°3 million square yards exported in 
October, 1925. Germany only took 5°7 million square 
yards, or about 22°7 per cent. of the quantity taken for 
that country in October, 1925, and Egypt, Dutch East 
Indies, West Africa, United States and South America 
also took less, while Switzerland, Greece and Australia 
were larger takers.

The returns relating to the passenger traffic between 
the United Kingdom and places outside Europe, and 
not within the Mediterranean Sea, show that the number 
of persons of British nationality who left the United 
Kingdom as passengers for such countries during the

3. TRAFFIC TO AND FROM THE IRISH FREE STATE. 


The Returns which have been furnished in accordance 
with Statutory Rules and Orders, 1923, No. 977, show 
a balance inward of 34,157 passengers from the Irish 
Free State during the first nine months of 1927, as 
compared with an inward balance of 22,516 during the 
corresponding period of 1926. As is the case in the 
traffic with the Continent of Europe, the passenger 
movement between the United Kingdom and the Irish 
Free State is inclusive of persons travelling to or from 
other countries via United Kingdom ports. The move- 
ment over the land frontier between Northern Ireland 
and the Irish Free State is not included in the returns 
furnished to the Board of Trade.

Pine isinti ‘1 subjects who were recorded as leaving per- 
manent res.lence in the United Kingdom to take up 
permanent residence in non-European countries num- 
bered 119,862 in the first nine months of 1927, as com- 
pared with 128,023 in the same period of 1926. 
Residence for a year or more is treated as permanent 
residence for the purpose of this classification. Those 
British passengers arriving in the first nine months of 
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1927 who were recorded as leaving permanent residence 
in non-European countries to take up permanent resi- 
dence in the United Kingdom numbered 43,823 as 
against 40,542 in the corresponding period of 1926. The 
number of British emigrants to the British Empire 
during the first three quarters of 1927, as compared with 
the first nine months of 1926, shows a decrease of 5,301, 
an increase of 2,021 recorded in the first half of the year 
being more than off-set by a decrease of 7,322 in the 
September quarter. The number emigrating to British 
North America increased by 4,766 in the nine months, 
while decreases of 4,495 and 5,682 respectively were 
recorded in the cases of Australia and New Zealand. 
Compared with the nine months of 1926 these decreases 
represent a reduction in British emigration in 1927 of 
13 per cent. to Australia and nearly 50 per cent. to New 
Zealand. Little variation is recorded in the movement 
to the three other divisions of the Empire for which 
separate particulars are shown in the tables. 

The emigrants of British nationality to the United 
States numbered 26,340 during the twelve months ended 
30th September, 1927, as compared with 28,227 during 
the corresponding period of 1925-26. The utilisation of 
the quota of British immigrants to be admitted into the 
United States has been spread compulsorily over the 
whole fiscal year since Ist July, 1924, visas being given 
for not more than 10 per cent. of the total per month. 
The British quota for each of the years ended 30th 
June, 1926 and 1927 (Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland only), was 34,007. There was a decrease of 460 
in the number of British emigrants to the group ‘‘ Other 
Foreign Countries’’ during the, first nine months of 
1927. 

The numbers of British emigrants from, and immi- 
grants into, Great Britain and Northern Ireland in each 
of the first nine months of 1926 and 1927 and during 
the twelve months ended September of the same years 
are shown in the following table :—

The British emigrants from, and immigrants into, the 
Trish Free State to or from non-European countries who 
travelled via ports in the United Kingdom numbered 
5,304 and 780 respectively during the first nine months 
of 1927, as compared with 5,833 emigrants and 715 
immigrants during the corresponding period of 1926. 

The distribution of the migratory movement of British 
subjects in the first, second and third quarters of 1926 
and 1927 and in the twelve months ended September of 
the same years is given in Tables II and III on pages 
508 and 509, particulars for the principal countries con- 
cerned being distinguished. 

In connection with the figures shown in Table II it 
may be noticed that the decrease of 8,161 in the number 
of emigrants in the first nine months of 1927, as com- 
pared with the figures for 1926, represents decreases of 
1,454 adult males, of 3,807 adult females, and of 2,900 
children under 12. 
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WHOLESALE PRICES IN FRANCE, 
BELGIUM, GERMANY, AND ITALY. 


COMPARISON OF RELATIVE MOVEMENTS. 


As compared with August the index numbers of whole- 
sale prices for September show a moderate decline of 
1:5 per cent. in the case of Belgium and an appreciable 
one of 2°9 per cent. for France. In both countries the 
September index was the lowest recorded during the pre- 
sent year. In contrast the German index advanced 
1*3 per cent. to the highest figure for 1927, whilst that 
for Italy remained about the same. The tables which 
follow show the movements of the index numbers of 
wholesale prices during recent months. Owing to the 
employment of different base periods, the index numbers 
are not strictly comparable in magnitude as between one 
country and another, but some comparison can be made 
regarding the relative movement in prices. 

The following summary statement shows the compari- 
son of the price movements in the countries named with 
those in this country, expressed as percentages of the 
average of prices in 1925, all prices being reduced to gold 
equivalents at the average rate of exchange quoted in 
the period or at the date to which the price-index refers. 
The table shows the variations in September and Decem- 
ber, 1926, and in July, August and September, 1927, the 
figures for December, 1925, being added. In the cases 
of France and Italy, the index numbers are made up to 
represent the position at the end of each month :—

The further decline of 18 points in the general index 
brings it to the lowest level reached this year. Food- 
stuffs have fallen 4:7 per cent. from the index for 
August and industriai materials 1°5 per cent., the latter 
following three successive advances. 

All groups have shared in the fall of the general 
index, the most important movement, however, being 
a decline of 87 per cent. for vegetable foodstuffs. 
Animal foodstuffs and sugar, coffee and cocoa declined 
by 1°7 and 1-5 per cent. respectively. Of the industrial 
materials, minerals and metals have fallen 2'7 per cent. 
and textiles 1:9 per cent. 

The index for Imported Products, which has been 
rising during recent months, declined from the August 
figure of 680 to 669. The National Products index fell 
from 603 to 582.

The general index of Belgian wholesale prices by its 
fall of 13 points to 837 in September reached the lowest 
level since August, 1926. Compared with a year ago, 
the September, 1927, figure is 22 points lower. 

The fall in the general index is shared by most groups. 
Only skins and leather show an increase (1*7 per cent.), 
whilst five groups—pottery, glass, resinous products, 
tobacco and paper—show no change. 

Of the decreases, that for rubber, which fell by 81 per 
cent., is the most notable. Foodstuffs fell by 4:2 per 
cent. to 882, this figure being one point higher than that 
for September, 1926. The index figure for metallur- 
gical products declined 3*4 per cent., and the indices for 
coal tar, petroleum, textiles and building materials are 
lower by 1-9, 1:7, 1-4 and 1°3 per cent. respectively. 
Other groups declined by less than one per cent.

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A rise in each of the main groups resulted in an 
advance of the general index for September. The figure 
for the month is the highest this year and the highest 
since November, 1925. By advances of 0-8 and 1°6 per 
cent. respectively above the figures for August indus- 
trial materials and industrial finished goods maintain 
the upward tendency which has been their feature this 
year. 


Increases of 10-1 and 4-1 per cent. for animal pro- 
ducts and cattle, partly offset by declines in the indices 
for vegetable foodstuffs and fodder, account for the rise 
of 1:5 per cent. in the combined index for agrarian pro- 
duce. The ‘‘ provisions’’ index is higher by 1:1 per 
cent. 


Amongst industrial materials there was a further rise 
in textiles by 4:4 per cent. Rubber declined by 5-6 per 
cent., the index figure of 42-4 being the lowest for three 
years. Skins and leather show an appreciable rise of 
2:7 per cent. Iron, non-ferrous metals and industrial 
oils and fats show decreases of 1°4, 2:2 and 1°5 per cent. 


respectively. Other groups show only slight advances. 


The rise in the index figure for finished industrial 
goods is, in the main, due to an advance of 2:3 per cent. 
in consumers’ goods, chiefly clothing.

The general index for September is almost the same 
as that for the previous month. The index for vegetable 
foodstuffs shows a decline of about 0-6 per cent. Animal 
foodstuffs, with an advance of 3:2 per cent., have the 
largest relative movement of all the groups. 


Amongst the industrial materials, miscellaneous vege- 
table products record an advance of 2°4 per cent. over 
the August figure. Textiles and miscellaneous indus- 
trial materials show advances of less than one per cent. 
The remaining groups—chemical products, minerals and 
metals, and building materials—show further falls of 


1°6, 1:3 and 0°2 per cent. respectively. 


The indices for all groups of commodities were sub- 
stantially below those recorded in September, 1926, and 
below the averages for last year.

RADIO DIRECTION-FINDING. 


The Department of Scientific and Industrial Research 
has recently issued a further Report* on radio research. 
This Report summarises the progress made in the investi- 
gations on radio direction-finding, and _ particularly 
‘“‘ night effect,’’ carried out under the auspices of the 
Radio Research Board during the last five years. 
Many of the results and much of the data on which the 
conclusions of the Report are based have been published 
already, as shown in the bibliography included in the 
Report, either in previous Special Reports of the 
Department on Radio Research or in scientific journals. 
The Report, however, is intended to provide a compre- 
hensive survey of the whole subject, and to supplement 
previous records with further information upon the effect 
of wave-length, distance and other conditions on the 
accuracy of the bearings obtained.

BRITISH STANDARD ROUND STRAND 
STEEL WIRE ROPES. 


The British Engineering Standards Association have 
recently issued a British standard specification for round 
strand stee] wire ropes for colliery winding purposes. 
This specification has been prepared by Committees 
representative of both the buying and manufacturing 
interests, and it will, as in the case of all British 
standard specifications, be reviewed as experience of its 
working or progress in the industry renders it necessary, 
and revisions issued from time to time.

BRITISH FIRM’S SUCCESS IN NEW YORK. 


A novel method of watering the famous Belmont Race- 
course has just been adopted by the Westchester Racing 
Association, New York. A large tank holding some 
1,400 gallons and mounted on a four-wheeled trailer is 
towed along the course by a motor tractor, and the act 
of propulsion drives a powerful pump mounted upon the 
trailer, which throws water from the tank over a very 
wide area, approximately 50 feet. Within certain 
limits, the faster the tractor travels the greater the 
amount of water the pump throws, so that the work is 
done very thoroughly, as well as with far greater rapidity 
than has ever been possible before. 

This unique apparatus was designed and manufactured 
by a British firm of fire engineers.

SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS TO 
THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


The High Commissioner for the Union of South Africa 
in London has been advised by the Department of Agri- 
culture, Pretoria, that during the two weeks ended 5th 
November the following quantities of South African 
produce were shipped to United Kingdom ports :—Wool,

4,247; eggs, cases, 20,862; cotton lint, lbs., 11,850; 
groundnuts, bags, 351; maize, bags, 54,149; maizemeal, 
bags, 53,153; grit, bags, 3,518; lucerne seeds, bags, 56; 
cowmeal, bags, 486; chop, bags, 13,454; oranges, boxes, 
374; and apricots, boxes, 26. 





INDIAN WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the Indian Trade Com- 
missioner in London on the season and crops during the 
weeks ended on the dates stated :— 

Rainfall.—Calcutta, 14th November. MDuring the 
week ended 13th November rainfall was nearly general 
in South Madras on three days and widespread on one 
day in the southern half of the Peninsula from Konkan 
to the south United Provinces. 

Crops.—Assam, 14th November. The weather was 
favourable for cold-weather crops. The outturn and 
prospects of the crops are generally fair. Central Pro- 
vinces, 7th November. Rainfall was light in the east 
and heavier in the west of Berar. Slight damage has 
been done in parts to juar and cotton, though early-sown 
rabi has benefited. The condition of standing and 
khariff crops is good. Punjab, 7th November. The 
weather was dry and rain is urgently needed in places. 
The condition of standing crops is unchanged; some 
damage has been done by pests. It is expected that the 
yield of khariff crops generally will be normal. Bihar 
and Orissa, 7th November. There was light rain in 
places, but more is needed in Bihar and parts of Orissa 
for rabi field operations and winter paddy. Madras, 5th 
November. Rainfall was moderate to excessive in parts, 
but more rain is needed. The condition of standing crops 
generally is fair to good. 


INTERMEDIATE Crop REPORTS. 


Bengal.—_Sugarcane: Owing to insufficient rainfall in 
some districts in the west of Bengal the estimate of the 
condition in the last forecast should be reduced from 83 
to 78 per cent. Winter Rice: The rainfall was inade- 
quate in the west and parts of the north, but good else- 
where. The estimated condition has been reduced from 
79 to 77 per cent. Autumn Rice: The outturn has been 
affected in parts of the west and north by insufficient 
rainfall. The harvest is good in parts of the east, and 
the estimated outturn has been raised from 75 to 80 per 
cent. Cotton: The weather generally has been fair 
for the maturing period, though it was unfavourable for 
the early crop, and the estimated outturn is 58 per cent. 
The outlook for late cotton so far is satisfactory. 

Bihar and Orissa.—Autumn and Winter Rice: Little 
rain has fallen since September, except in Orissa, and 
the estimated condition has been reduced to 80 per cent. 
Sugarcane: Owing to the continued deficiency of rain in 
Bihar during September and October the estimated yield 
is slightly below the average. 

Bombay.—Cotton: The crop has progressed well in 
Guzerat, but has been spoiled in places in the Khandesh 
by late September and early October rains. Karnatik

cotton in the east is suffering from want of moisture, and 
Dharwar American cotton has been attacked by pests. 
Sugarcane: The crop is doing well except in North Sind, 
where water supplies are inadequate and insect pests 
abound. Rice: The condition of the crop is satisfactory, 
except that damage has been done in parts of Konkan by 
continuous rain in the middle of October and in Sind by 
disease and pests. 

Burma.—Cotton: The position is unchanged. 

Central Provinces.—Rice: The condition of the crop 
has improved owing to timely rainfall throughout the 
province and the prospects are good. Cotton: Slight 
damage was done by rain during the first week in Novem- 
ber, but the prospects in parts have improved. The 
estimated condition is 109 per cent., which is unchanged. 





DEALERS’ STOCKS OF RUBBER IN 
SINGAPORE AND PENANG. 


A telegram from Singapore to the Malay States 
Information Agency in London states that dealers’ stocks 
of rubber on 3lst October last were, in Singapore, 
22,280 tons, and in Penang 3,510 tons. 





MALAYAN IMPORTS OF PAPER AND 
PAPERWARE. 


The total value of imports of paper and paperware 
into Malaya during the first half of this year was 
£519,327, reports the Malay States Information Agency 
in London. This compares with £324,576 during the 
corresponding period of 1926. 





UNITED STATES BUILDING NDUSTRY. 


Despite the recurrent predictions of recent years that 
building activity in the United States had reached its 
peak, the volume of new construction in several months 
of the first three quarters of 1927 exceeded the corre- 
sponding totals last year, and for the year to date build- 
ing operations have been maintained substantially at the 
high rate prevailing in 1926. 

‘‘The Guaranty Survey,’’ the monthly publication of 
the Guaranty Trust Company of New York, in its current 
issue, reviews the building industry, and considers that 
the persistence of this huge amount of construction work 
has in large measure upheld the genera] level of business 
activity throughout the country, and is off-setting in 
some degree the effect of decreased automobile produc- 
tion. While it would be a futile task to undertake to 
determine at what point the trend of new construction 
will turn lower, the tendency of the industry at the 
present time appears to be more toward a readjustment 
in the type of construction, together with larger under- 
takings in undeveloped sections, than toward any drastic 
recession of total construction. 

The value of building contracts awarded during the 
first nine months of the year in 37 States east of the 
Rocky Mountains, as reported by the F. W. Dodge Cor- 
poration, totalled 4,796,482,100 dollars, which marks a 
decrease of less than 1 per cent. on the corresponding 
period of last year. Contract awards in the New York 
district since the beginning of the year amount to 
1,258,225,000 dols., which marks a decline of 4 per cent. 
from the comparable total last year. On the other hand, 
the value of contracts awarded in the Central West dis- 
trict for this period totalled 1,332,359,200 dols., or 
approximately 10 per cent. more than a year ago. 

The value of contracts awarded in the New York and 
Central West districts constitutes approximately one-half 
of the total reported, and includes building in the chief 
business centres of the country. While these respective 
increases and decreases practically offset one another, and 
are illustrative of the westward shift of the centre of the 
most active building movement which the United States 
has ever experienced, they also indicate the manner in 
which general activity within the industry is being 
maintained. 
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Exhibitions and Fairs. 
THE BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1928. 








Applications for space at the forthcoming British 
Industries Fair, to be held simultaneously at the White 
City in London and Castle Bromwich in Birmingham 
from 20th February to 2nd March next, continue with- 
out abatement. Over 1,700 British manufacturers have 
taken space in the London and Birmingham sections for 
the largest Fair ever held in Great Britain, and already 
the total exhibition area of the Fair to date exceeds 
390,000 square feet. 


IN LONDON. 


The display of British Cutlery at the next Fair should 
prove of unusual interest to overseas buyers. There will 
be two outstanding characteristic features of this section, 
viz., the exhibits of stainless cutlery and safety razors. 
In certain overseas markets British stainless cutlery is 
still but little known, and at the present time, with the 
ever-increasing demand for more labour-saving devices, 
this important Sheffield trade will surely find continued 
scope for its renowned skill in the cutler’s art. The 
overseas buyer visiting the Fair will be presented with 
ample evidence of the vitality of the British cutlery 
industry and see much to please his taste in examples of 
modern design and patterns of domestic cutlery. He 
can obtain any quality, from the medium-class article 
to the highest and most perfect article. The peculiarities 
of his own country are easily within the powers 
of the exhibitors to satisfy, and prompt delivery 
can be offered. The quality and general excel- 
lence of the British safety razor blade, as shown in 
the case of the old-fashioned type of razor, is finding a 
reflection in the increasing demand for the British safety 
razor from a large number of overseas markets. The 
organisation and accumulated knowledge of Sheffield 
manufacturers are available and are being concentrated 
on the production of a safety razor blade which has no 
superior. 

The growth of the Texiiles and Clothing Section of 
the Fair in three years has been remarkable. Some 
20,000 square feet of exhibition space has been applied 
for in this Section, to which a separate exhibition hall 
has been assigned, and when it is remembered that at the 
1926 Fair the Section only occupied the small area of 
3,000 square feet, its exceptional growth is apparent. 
A display of unusual interest will be that of Messrs. 
J. and J. M. Morrall, Ltd., of Manchester, the well- 
known dyers, printers and finishers of velvets, vel- 
veteens, cords, etc. They employ in their associated 
companies more than three-quarters of the cotton velvet 
dyeing operatives of the British Empire, and have dyed 
velvets for 150 years. Their exhibit will consist of 
printed and plain dyed velvet dresses, costumes, cloaks, 
etc., all made up by one of the leading Court dress- 
makers. This British firm are commission dyers and 
printers for the trade, and do not sell the finished 
article, but buyers will be able to see the very best in 
British velvet production and will be placed in direct 
touch with the suppliers of the goods they wish to pur- 
chase. 

Another notable 
Celanese Limited. 


exhibit will be that of British 
Celanese scarcely needs introduc- 
tion to the trade buyer. The products of this great firm 
stand in the forefront of these goods, which, while 
rivalling silk itself in durability and artistic excellence, 
provide a new textile material which cannot fail to 
recommend itself to the tastes and needs of the discern- 
ing trade buyer. Whether in piece-goods or underwear, 
woven and knitted goods, fine silk-like gowns, or in fur- 
nishing fabrics, it is doubtful whether anything more 
remarkable or effective has been produced in the textile 
world. 

The woollen and worsted exhibits at the Fair, too, will 
repay special attention; one firm will display an excel- 
lent range of worsted piece-goods, while another will 
present wool yarns and blankets, for the manufacture of 
which they are renowned. The display of raincoats and 
waterproofs will be a special feature. Ladies’ suede

leather coats will be a feature of the display of Messrs. | 
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Leather Craft, of Malvern, and Leilah, of Great Port- 
land Street, London, W. 1. 


Messrs. Leather Craft, of Malvern, received their 


inspiration from a visit to the British Industries Fair, 
held at the London Docks at the close of the Great War, 
where a display of British suede leather fancy goods 
was a special feature. The beauty of the fabric and its 
resistant virtues against cold and wind combined with 
its comfortable wearing qualities suggested its applica- 
tion to ladies’ coats. Many of these have found favour 
with Royalty and Society in all parts of the world, and 
consequently buyers should not miss the opportunity of 
inspecting this important line of goods. 

From the point of view of the British Chemicat 
Industry the Fair is regarded as a trade barometer, and 
the special preparations which are being made for the 
organisation of a comprehensive British chemical exhibit 
on a large scale at the next Fair may be taken as a 
valuable indication of the steady recovery which the 
industry is making from the trade slump through which 
it has passed. The Chemicals and Druggists’ Sundries 
Section at the next Fair will be larger by fifty per cent. 
than this section at the Fair this year, and the exhibition 
hall previously assigned to the section is now inadequate. 
A larger hall has been taken, very nearly in the centre 
of the whole Fair. Three-quarters of the space in it will 
be occupied by firms who are members of the Associa- 
tion of British Chemical Manufacturers, and the remain- 
ing space by members of the British Chemical Plant 
Manufacturers’ Association. In recent years the manu- 
facturers of chemical plant have organised a special 
exhibition of their products, held at a time which did 
not clash with the date of the British Industries Fair. 
This year they have decided to abandon their separate 
exhibition and to participate in the Fair in proximity to 
the chemical manufacturers. In the centre of this 
large exhibition hall will be found the _ exhibit 
of the Imperial Chemical Industries, Ltd., which 
is to comprise heavy chemicals, explosives, fertilisers, 
dyestuffs, etc. It is hoped that it may be _ pos- 
sible to provide accommodation for a small cinemato- 
graph trade display of an informative character on one 
of the exhibitors’ stands in this section. The dyestuffs 
exhibit will consist of a co-operative stand, which will 
enable the buyer more easily to examine and compare 
the products of the various firms. Chemical products 
which are the specialities of gasworks will form the sub- 
ject of a special display, and the British Road Tar Asso- 
ciation are providing an exhibit ‘which should prove of 
considerable interest. There will be a varied display of 
the numerous fine chemical products made by a large 
number of well-known British firms, exhibits of acids, 
salt, carbolic, creosotes, saccharin, etc., and the new and 
beautiful productions of the British Cyanides Co., Ltd. 
The fullest advantage will be taken of the opportunity 
afforded by the Fair of showing to the world’s buyers the 
latest products of the British chemical industry. 

An exhibit of unusual interest in the Foodstuffs Sec- 
tion will be an all-British calabash pipe, to be 
shown by a British firm of pipe-makers, established 
thirty years ago, who were responsible for the first cala- 
bash pipe. Their latest article is the straight-stemmed 
calabash, which marks a new era for smokers, inasmuch 
as this new pipe combines the free-and-easy design of an 
ordinary straight-stemmed pipe with the unique smok- 
ing qualities of a calabash bowl. The process by which 
this invention has been perfected is the result of years of 
patient experiment and application. The British firm 
are able to announce that they are in a position to make 
this straight-stemmed calabash in a variety of stem 
fittings and finishes. The gourds (calabashes) are 
brought in their rough state from South Africa and are 
prepared and finished in the British firm’s London fac- 
tories; lined with superfine English clay by special 
processes, and fitted with best British vulcanite mouth- 
pieces. In general it may be said that the London- 
made pipe holds the lead in all the pipe-smoking coun- 
tries in the world. The ordinary briar bowl, for instance, 
which must of necessity be imported from France, 
Corsica, certain parts of North Africa, etc., is invariably 
finished and converted into the complete pipe and 
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stamped with a London brand before it secures a ready 
sale abroad. The finest workmanship and materials are 
combined in the British pipe, producing a product which 
is reliable and trustworthy. 


AT BIRMINGHAM. 


No manufacturing industry in Great Britain will be 
represented on a more comprehensive scale at the 
Birmingham Section of the Fair than the various trades 
connected with building and the manufacture of house 
fittings, etc. The display of the latest inventions, adap- 
tations and improvements in the building trade at the 
Birmingham Fair will cover the whole field in house and 
jactory construction and decoration, and in fittings for 
the home. A large proportion of the exhibits will be 
shown for the first time. There will be a display of 
every kind of apparatus, fitting or metal utensil for 
heating, lighting and cooking; steel and other metals; 
scaffolding ; rails and pipes; factory equipment ; concrete 
and concrete mixers; ladders; trucks; floorings, damp 
courses and roofings; mouldings; metals; vices, pipe 
tools, augers and bits, picks, hammers, mattocks and 
other implements; tree-pulling machines, hydraulic 
lifting jacks; and a wide range of fireplaces, tiles, and 
decorative and utility fittings for the house. 

The greatly enlarged electrical section will be filled 
with plant and fittings which will be of special 
interest to builders, architects and promoters of 
housing schemes and village and town develop- 
ment. Among representative exhibits will be water 
and steam fittings; a special display of cheap 
mantelpieces for housing schemes; a new cistern valve to 
prevent water waste; stainless steel water iaps; stainless 
steel products of various kinds made to stand severe 
climatic conditions abroad; sanitary brass foundry and 
tube work ; gas-heated wash boilers ; quick-coupling beer, 
domestic and commercial taps ; a sliding stairway for easy 
access to lofts; an exceptional range of new types of fire- 
places; fish and chip potato ranges, fitted with heat- 
retaining pans; a comprehensive range of domestic and 
other hardware. Sentiment as well as utility and 
beauty will be represented in a display of mantelpieces, 
garden furniture and other things made from teak wood 
taken from old British battleships. Other exhibits will 
be mantelpieces made from Empire woods; English 
joinery to meet foreign competition ; hand-made tiles to 
combat foreign makes, and glass switch plates of low 
price. 

Hundreds of aluminium hollow-ware articles, lamp 
shades to compete effectively with Continental makes; 
filters, dust pumps for cleaning electrical and other 
machinery—an implement hitherto made entirely, or 
almost entirely, in Germany—are among other interest- 
ing exhibits. 

Newly invented or recently improved goods of special 
interest to the householder include curtain rails with 
special adjustment to save time in fixing ; butter coolers; 
hand decorated lampshades, leather-thonged, in vellum 
and imitation vellum; smoke abatement stoves; and 
tiling for fireplaces, walls and floors. Also for the home 
there will be two-room, or back-to-back grates; electric 
and hand potato peeling machines; new designs in 
newels, balusters and general woodwork for interior 
decoration; a new marmalade, bean and general food 
slicer, a baking tin that separates the fat, strains the 
gravy and pours like a jug; a washer that soaps, rubs, 
squeezes and turns the clothes over and over, and many 
other household articles. There will be, among the 
machinery in motion, a working exhibit showing the 
manufacture of jig-saw puzzles. Engines, metals and 
timber, steel floorings, improved roofings and a great 
range of machinery and apparatus for the service of 
builders will be shown at Birmingham on a scale never 
before attempted. 


Gas PROGRESS. 


The use of gas, for lighting, heat, power and cooking 
has been a subject of earnest and fruitful attention 
during the past year among makers of the commodity 
itself and manufacturers of apparatus for its employ- 
ment. One of the results is the organisation for the 
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first time of a gas exhibit at the Birmingham section of 
the Fair on a large scale. 

For some years past exhibits of various methods of 
heating by coal, oil and electricity have been prominently 
displayed at the Fair, while gas has been only partially 
represented by some score or two of enterprising firms 
taking the lead. This has now been remedied, and 
manufacturers have been making improvements and 
appreciable progress in the manufacture of gas appliances 
and plant, and will stage their products on a large scale 
at the Fair. 

By an early date in the autumn no fewer than thirty 
new specialist firms had taken space in the Gas Section, 
these firms being concerned with the manufacture of 
tubes, fittings, burners, industrial furnaces, domestic 
appliances and various types of gasworks plant. The new 
Gas Industries Section will be found in the centre of the 
Fair, between the Industrial Hall Building and the En- 
quiry Hall building. Here the gas engineers, buyers and 
administrative heads will find an exceptional display of 
the very latest improvements in apparatus, fittings and 
plant. The National Gas Council unanimously decided 
in September to extend its patronage to the display. 
The British Commercial Gas Association will organise 
a stand in the Section. Makers of gas meters and 
clock controllers for street and shop lighting will display 
improvements for the first time. Gas meters have been 
the subject of long and careful development, and the 
Section will include meters which can be reconditioned 
in situ, and various high capacity meters with new points 
of interest. 

A one-burner gas cooker should prove of unusual 
interest. An invention which will give a combination of 
erilling and boiling at the same time, with an apparatus 
which can be used also as a gas ring, will be a notable 
exhibit; and a portable gas cooker, with no burners inside 
the oven, is one of a number of interesting applications of 
gas to the services of the kitchen. A new improvement 
to prevent discoloration of gas fittings, and another 
apparatus which will give a more eflicient combustion of 
gas with economy in all uses and better application of 
radiant heat, will be shown. A system of surface com- 
bustion exhibited by one firm will be of great interest in 
the industrial and domestic world. The application of 
surface combustion to industrial process has recently 
made great strides, and the possibilities of this type of 
radiant heat are being explored. Some of the industries 
to which it has already been extensively applied are 
engineering, metal melting, enamelling ovens, general 
furnace work, tobacco drying, the glass industry and the 
chemical industry. There is ample evidence that this 
new Section will demonstrate effectively the great 
progress achieved in the British gas industry, and a readi- 
ness on the part of experts and manufacturers to keep 
abreast of modern building developments and other 
activities, and to serve the new needs of industrial and 
municipal enterprise.

The author was a member of the non-party Parliamentary 
Committee of Enquiry, of which Major the Hon. William 
Ormesby-Gore, Mr. F. C. Linfield and Mr. J. A. Calder were 
the others, that visited East Africa in 1924. This book is an 
account of experiences gained in Northern Rhodesia, Nyasa- 
land, ‘langanyika Territory, Uganda and Kenya Colony. 
‘*'We were welcomed everywhere, and by all sections of the 
community, with the greatest good will and cordiality,’’ writes 
Major Church. ‘“ We found much to criticise, and said 
so, before we left the country. We had many suggestions to 
make. Both criticism and suggestions were met in the spirit 
in which they were made, and we came quickly to the con- 
clusion that such visits as this do much to promote healthier 
understanding. Round-table discussion can take the place of 
the exchange of formal despatches at a distance of 6,000 miles 
and soften their acerbities. The precedent of a commission 
representative of each party in Parliament is also valuable. 
In the opinion of the author it should not be allowed to 
remain an isolated instance of political wisdom. It should 
be the forerunner of a series of such tours of enquiry, visiting 
each of the portions of the Empire where self-government 
is not yet a possibility.” 
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THE MEAT PACKING INDUSTRY. 
(From the High Commissioner for Canada in London.) 

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics at Ottawa has recently 
issued a Statistical Report for 1926 on the slaughtering and 
meat packing industry of Canada, which shows that the 
number of slaughtering and meat packing plants in opera- 
lion in Canada during that year was 73, distributed by 
provinces as follows :—Prince Edward Island, 1; Nova Scotia, 
1; New Brunswick, 9; Quebec, 19; Ontario, 24; Manitoba, 6; 
Saskatchewan, 2; Alberta, 6; and British Columbia, 5. Nova 
Scotia, Quebec and Manitoba each record a decrease of one 
in, the number of plants compared wiih the preceding year, 
while New Brunswick shows a rise of two. The total for 
Canada declined by one. 

PRODUCTION. 

The output of the plants had a total value of 167,127,091 
dollars, an increase over the preceding year of 3,310,281 dols., 
or 2 per cent., and a rise over 1924 of 33,386,820 dols., or 
25 per cent. Of the meats sold fresh, beef, mutton and 
lamb and veal show increases in quantity compared with 
the preceding year, but pork a decease of about 15 million 
Ibs. Average prices per Ib. for meats sold fresh were 
slightly higher in 1926 than in 1925: beef averaged 1 cent 
per Ib. higher, mutton and lamb 1 ct., pork 2 cts., and 
veal 1 ct. The quantity of poultry sold fresh was 5,893,643 
Ibs., valued at 1,920,798 dols. Pork products show a 
decreased production for all items excepting shoulders, 
which rose 4 million Ibs. The quantity of bacon declined 
by 14 million Ibs., and that of hams by about the same 
amount. Beef, salted or cured, rose in quantily, also the 
item ‘‘ meats cured, n.e.s.’” An increase of 2 cents per Ib. 
was shown in the average price for bacon and of 1 cent in 
the price for hams. Larger productions were shown for 
sausage, canned and cooked meats of all kinds, and for lard 
compound, while smaller ones were shown for lard and 
shortening. The quantity and value of the chief kinds of 
product for the year 1926 are shown in the following

CAPITAL, EMPLOYEES, SALARIES AND WAGES. 

The value of the capital investment in 1926 was 55,712,724 
dols., divided as follows :—Land, buildings and machinery, 
25,576,652 dols.; materials, products and supplies on hand, 
18,019,801 dols.; and cash and operating accounts, 12,116,271 
dols. Compared with 1925 the total capital shows an in- 
crease of 1,396,681 dols. The number of persons employed 
during the year was 10,685, and the amount paid in salaries 
and wages was 13,757,638 dols. 
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ANIMALS SLAUGHTERED: MATERIALS USED. 


The total number of animals slaughtered in the plants 
during 1926 was 4,252,884, a decrease of 308,993 from the 
preceding year; the total dressed weight was 807,785,958 Ibs., 
or 25,132,410 lbs. less than in 1925; while the total cost value 
at the plant was 112,043,450 dols., an increase of 3,430,447 
dols. The number of beeves slaughtered was 693,290, a rise 
of 28,426, and the number of sheep and lambs 543,891, an 
increase of 14,863; the number of hogs slaughtered was 
2,681,305, a decline of 352,161; while that of calves was 
334,398, a decrease of 121. The materials used included: 
dressed meat purchased fresh or partially cured, 73,982,220 
Ibs., valued: at 10,882,373 dols.; poultry, 6,081,382 Ibs. at 
1,695,318 dols.; cottonseed oil, 43,397,467 lbs. (4,355,649 
dols.); other animal and vegetable oils, 22,855,502 Ibs. 
(2,407,338 dols.); sugar, salt, spices, etc., 867,457 dols.; con- 
tainers, etc., 4,145,915 dols.; and miscellaneous materials, 
2,802,596 dols. The total cost value of animals slaughtered 
and materials used was 139,200,096 dols., as compared with 
132,329,355 dols. in 1925. 

IMPORTS AND Exports. 

The value of products of the slaughtering and meat-pack- 
ing industry imported into Canada for consumption during 
the year 1926 was 19,382,716 dols., an increase over the pre- 
ceding year of 1,371,727 dols., while the value of products 
exported was 42,188,480 dols., a decline of 7,944,449 dols. 
The largest single item of export with regard to value was 
that of ‘‘ bacon and hams, shoulders and sides,’’ for which 
the value in 1926 was 22,768,782 dols. The chief exports: 
were :—Beef, fresh, chilled or frozen, 2,602,127 dols.; pork, 
fresh, chilled or frozen, 2,257,147 dols.; poultry, dressed or 
undressed, 714,123 dols.; bacon and hams, shoulders and 
sides, 22,768,782 dols.; beef, pickled, in barrels, 313,551 
dols.; canned meats, n.o.p., 87,804 dols.; pork, dry salted, 
1,067,036 dols.; pork, pickled, in barrels, 327,366 dols.;.

TURKS AND CAICOS ISLANDS. 


TRADE AND INDUSTRY IN 1926. 

In 1926 the value of imports exceeded that of exports by 
£12,914, the respective totals being £48,850 and £35,936, as 
against £41,570 and £39,062 respectively in 1925, states the 
Turks and Caicos Islands Annual Report for 1926. The un- 
favourable trade balance was mainly due to the large im- 
portations of building materials, food and other supplies 
after the two hurricanes, and to the labourers of these 
Islands employed abroad remitting a portion of their 
earnings. for the support of their families remaining at 
home. The imports came from the United Kingdom, 
£6,791; British Dominions, £6,742; and foreign countries, 
£35,317. 

Export TRADE. 

The chief exports last year were salt, £30,111; sponges, 
£1,937; conchs, £1,523; turtle shell, £743; cotton and 
cotton-seed, £290; and shark products, £198. Almost all of 
the above exports, except salt, was the produce of the Caicos 
Islands. Salt, the principal article of export, went to 
Canada, £15,386; the United States, £10,459; Newfoundland, 
£2,192; and Jamaica, £1,396. 

Conchs: There was a slight increase in the trade in 
conchs. The number exported in 1926 amounted to 
1,522,700, as against 1,392,600 in 1926, while they were 
valued at £1 per 1,000. Sponges: There was a decline in 
the shipments of sponges as compared with the previous 
year. Cotton: As regards the export of raw cotton, only 
3,949 Ibs. were shipped last year. However, at the end of 
1926 there was a large quantity in storage waiting to be 
shipped on a rise in the market price. 22,942 lbs. of cotton- 
seed, valued at £93, were exported, as against 42,700. lbs., 
valued at £160, in 1925. 

Other exports: Only 1,000 Ibs. of sisal, valued at £6, 
were exported in 1926, as against 49,492 lbs., valued at £684, 
in 1925. Shell exports were as follows:—Turtle shell, 735 
ibs.; conch shells, 229 barrels, and whelk shells, 195 barrels. 
Small quantities of salted fish, hides, poultry and ground 
produce were exported during the year, while shark pro- 
duce included shins, 535; flesh, 845 Ibs.; oil, 445 gallons; 
and fins, 430 ibs.

REVAL. 


According to the Central Statistical Bureau imports and 
exports during September last amounted in value to 
890,607,000 Estonian marks and 1,123,615,000 E.mks., a 
balance in the country’s favour of 333,008,000 E.mks. The 
figures for the first nine months of the year, namely, 
6,921,112,000 E.mks. and 7,377,363,000 E.mks. respectively, 
also show a favourable balance, totalling in this case 
436,251,000 E.mks. 

The chief contributor of imports was Germany, followed 
by Great Britain and the United States. 

Butter was the most valuable export, followed by timber 
and textiles (mainly yarn), while the most important 
recipients of exports were Germany and Great Britain

FRANCE. 
DIRECTION OF FOREIGN TRADE. 
(From the Brilish Ambassador. ) 
PARIS. - 


The returns of French foreign trade with individual 
countries, as summarised in the daily press, show that the 
value of imports from Great Britain during the first nine 
months of 1927 amounted to 4,589 million francs as against 
4,916 million frs. in the same period of 1926, a decrease of 
327 million frs. There was a rise in imports from Holland, 
Spain, Argentina and Canada, but a fall in those from all 
other foreign countries separately classified in the Customs 
returns, amounting in the case of Germany to 334 million 
frs., Italy to 700 million frs., and the United States to about 
1,000 million frs. 

The value of French exports to Great Britain during the 
first nine months of the year was 7,525 million frs. as 
against 7,660 million frs., a decrease of 135 million frs. 
There was a rise in exports to Germany of about 1,800 
million frs., to Poland of 179 million frs. and Canada 77 
million frs., but a fall in those to all other foreign countries 
separately classified, amounting in the case of Belgium and 
Luxemburg to over 1,300 million firs. and Italy to 500 million 
frs. 

The value of French imports during the first nine 
anonths of the year totalled 34,113 million frs. as compared 
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with 39,200 million frs., a decrease of 5,000 million frs., and 
that of exports to 34,387 million frs. as against 36,368 million 
frs., a decline of 2,000 million frs. The value of imports 
from French colonies and protectorates was 4,415 million 
frs. as against 5,060 million frs., a decrease of 645 million 
frs., and that of exports to 5,896 million frs. as against 
6,408 million frs., or 512 million frs. less. 

French visible trade with foreign countries consequently 
showed a favourable balance during the first nine months 
of the year of 274 million frs. as compared with an unfavour- 
able balance of 2,832 million frs. in the corresponding period 
of last year. Trade with French colonies and protectorates 
showed a favourable balance of 1,481 million frs. as against 
one of 1,348 million frs. in the first nine months of 1926.

CEMENT EXPORT TRADE. 


The British Commercial Secretaries at Berlin, in the 
course of their Report on Economic and Financial Condi- 
tions in Germany (H.M. Stationery Office, price 3s, 6d. net, 
3s. 95d., post free), state that the sales of the German 
cement industry in 1926 amounted to 6 million tons as 
against 5,800,000 tons in the previous year; this result was 
chiefly due to increased orders during the last quarter of the 
year when the mild weather allowed building activity to 
be prolonged. Towards the end of 1926 the four syndicates 
controlling nearly the total output of the industry came to 
a sales agreement. This provides for centralised sales at 
uniform prices, fixed allotments for the various firms and 
indemnification of works with high transport charges, thus 
competition is eliminated to a large extent. Apart from 
this the actual concentration in the industry which was 
far advanced in 1925, made further progress during 1926. 
A number of small works came under the influence of the 
large concerns which closed down unprofitable plants. In 
July, 1926, the five big Upper Silesian companies entered 
into a fusion under the firm of Schlesische Portland Zement 
Industrie A.G., with a capital of 27 million mks. 

Exports rose from 782,438 tons in 1925 to 968,291 tons 
in 1926. Prices were unsatisfactory, particularly in Hol- 
land, where the depreciation of the Belgian franc had led 
to keen competition between the German and Belgian pro- 
ducers. The pre-war syndicate for the Dutch market, in 
which the Germans held a quota of 75 per cent. and the 
Belgians of 25 per cent., has not been renewed until now. 
owing to the Belgian demand for a higher quota. 

The German export of cement to Holland is assisted by 
a special railway tariff. Under it freights are reduced by 
17-5 per cent. if between 50,000 and 65,000 tons are 
dispatched in the year, by 22°5 per cent. if between 65,000 
and 85,000 tons are dispatched in the year, and by 25 per 
cent. if more than 85,000 tons per annum are dispatched. 

Agreements for the protection of their respective inland 
markets exist between the Germans and the Swiss, 
Austrian and Scandinavian producers. 

Sales developed favourably during the first quarter of 
1927. According to the census of production for the year 
1925 there are 146 factories engaged in the production of 
cement, employing at the end of that year 23,790 workers.

TRADE WITH RUSSIA, INDIA AND CHINA 
PROPER. 


(From the British Consul-General. ) 
KASHGAR. 


Partially resumed before the close of 1925—the Soviet 
Consulate-General and Trade Agency having been estab- 
lished in September—trade with Russia continued to 
increase steadily throughout last year, and has been 
accorded official recognition since August, 1926. 

This trade, energetically supported and indeed largely 
carried on by the official representatives of the Soviet Union, 
has naturally affected the Indian trade in several important 
commodities, and will undoubtedly tend to become a still 
more serious rival in the future. This effect has been most 
marked in the import of piece-goods, where the Indian trade 
shows a serious decline, and the export of raw wool which, 
though never an item of first importance in the Indian 
trade, has now ceased altogether in the case of ordinary 
wool, and in that of pasham has fallen to one-eighth of the 
quantity exported two years ago. 

These results are only what were to be expected in view 
of the fact that the Soviet Union, since establishing their 
Consulate and Trade Agency at Kashgar, have made every 
effort to buy up all available stocks of raw wool and cotton, 
and have in return flooded the Kashgar markets with piece- 
goods which, though of quite good quality, they have sold 
at prices far below any that the Indian traders could hope 
to rival. Similarly, as sugar is one of the chief imports 
from the Soviet Union, the import of Indian sugar has 
declined from over 200 maunds in 1924 to 130 in 1925 and 
30 only in 1926. 

Though the resumption of trade between Chinese Turkes- 
tan and Soviet territory has been officially recognised and 


- sanctioned for only just over a year, this did not prevent 


the Soviet Trade Agency from beginning and developing 
their commercial operations. Imports and exports were 
carried out in the names of certain local traders, who had 
an ‘‘ understanding ’’ with the authorities permitting them 
to engage in this trade, but their activities naturally in- 
creased with the removal of any restriclions, and they now 
show every likelihood and intention of cutting out and 
ruining any private traders with Russia, including those 
whom they recently used to camouflage their own opera- 
tions. 

The exports of the Soviet Agency consist of raw cotton 
and wool, for both of which they appear to have -an 
insatiable demand. Their imports embrace piece-goods, 
sugar, kerosene, cigarettes, china ware, aluminium and iron 
utensils and matches. Their purchases of raw material are 
frequently paid for in kind and even payments for animal 
transport from the frontier are sometimes similarly 
made by handing over a portion of the goods carried. 
The imports thus required to counterbalance their 
large and continuous purchases of raw cotton and wool have 
filled the markets with Russian goods sold at prices which 
no Indian or Chinese traders can hope to rival. 


TRADE WITH INDIA: IMPORTS. 


Total imports from, and the sum of exports to India 
during the first nine months of 1926 amounted to 
Rs.23,98,259 and Rs.32,41,464, as compared with Ks.18,23,232 
and Rs.23,56,582 respectively in the corresponding period 
of 1925. 

These are very satisfactory figures in view of the serious 
difficulties mentioned above. Under present conditions the 
following are the most promising articles of import: 
Manufactured silks, velvets and brocades, for which there 
is a steady demand in Turkestan and at present little supply 
from Russian or Chinese sources. Woollen clothes, the 
manufacture of which the people of this country do not 
understand, notwithstanding an ample local supply of raw 
material; tea, the use of which is spreading among the local 
population; and dyes and paints, for which there is a steady 
demand, and, so far, only a small and inferior supply from 
Russia. 

TRADE WITH AFGHANISTAN. 


The total value of imports from, and exports to, Afghanis- 
tan in 1926 was Rs.5,56,100 and Rs.4,29,370, as against 
Rs.4,18,000 and Rs.3,24,800 respectively in 1925. 

As usual, the chief import was opium (Rs.4,81,200). 
Some attempt was made by the higher officials, through 
fear of disobeying the Governor’s orders, to combat this 
traffic, and in fact a number of consignments of opium are 
captured and destroyed annually and the importers 
imprisoned. The wild and almost uninhabited country 
over which the ‘‘ smugglers’’ bring their consignments 
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makes undiscovered entry, however, an easy task. There is 
consequently little hope of any serious diminution in this 
trade, and the heavy fall in the opium import for 1924, 
ascribed by the Chinese authorities to the strict measures 
taken by them, was due only to the fact that the market 
had been very heavily overstocked in 1922 and 1923. 


TRADE WITH CHINA. 


Imports from, and exports to, China proper last year 
were valued at Ks.18,65,100 and Rs.11,01,000, as compared’ 
with Rs.19,89,600 and Ks.30,36,000 in 1925. This trade has 
naturally been affected by the chaotic conditions prevailing 
throughout China. The continued decrease is not surpris- 
ing in view of the fact that the immediately neighbouring 
province of Kansu, previously peaceful and well ordered, has 
also become involved in the current political troubles, and 
has recently been cut off from ordinary intercourse with 
Chinese Turkestan. Conditions show, no present signs of 
improvement, and are, of course, of some advantage to the 
Indian trade. ‘The flourishing business in sheep guts for 
export to the United States wa Tientsin has ceased altogether 
owing to the impossibility of arranging for safe dispatch 
through the disturbed provinces, and representatives of the 
firms concerned have been investigating the possibilities of 
sending their accumulated stocks to India for sale to British 
agents of the American buyers.

TRADE OF SOUTH-EASTERN STATES IN 
AUGUST. 
(From the British Consul.) 
ATLANTA. 


According to statistics, compiled from Customs returns, 
the total value of the principal imports into the States of 
North and South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama and Florida 
during August last was 6,258,056 dollars, as compared with 
3,877,179 dols. in July. The chief items were fertiliser 
materials, 2,558,000 dols.; petroleum, 981,100 dols.; tobacco, 
817,700 dols.; fresh fruit, 343,000 dols.; sugar, 342,000 dols.; 
paper, 295,800 dols.; jute goods, 267,400 dols.; coffee, 192,700 
dols.; hair, raw human, 49,300 dols.; meat, preserved, pre- 
pared, canned, 33,000 dols.; beet pulp, 30,300 dols.; cement, 
29,500 dols.; materials for paper making, 21,200 dols.; 
antiques, 20,200 dols.; iron and steel, 20,100 dols.; molasses, 
20,000 dols.; starch, 19,400 dols.; and cotton, short staple, 
18,200 dols. 

The August total is approximateiy 25 million dols. more 
than that of July, the increase being due chiefly to the 
larger imports of materials for the fertiliser industry. It 
should be borne in mind that these statistics refer only to 
direct imports, and do not include goods, chiefly manufac- 
tured articles, bought from importers in New York.

IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION IN OCTOBER. 


The National Federation of Iron and Stee! Manufacturers 
reports that 596,300 tons of pig-iron were produced in 
October, compared with 591,500 tons in September and 
596,100 tons in August. At the end of October there were 
162 furnaces in blast, a net increase of two since the begin- 
ning of that month. The October output included 193,7 
tons of hematite, 198,800 tons of basic, 148,300 tons of 
foundry, and 29,400 tons of forge pig-iron. 

The production of steel ingots and castings in October 
was 699,000 tons, compared with 777,000 tons in September 
and 643,100 tons in August. 

The following table shows the average monthly produc- 
tion of pig-iron and steel ingots and castings during 1913 
and 1920-26, and the production in each month from Octo-

The ton- 
nage of coal, coke and patent fuel showed an advance of 
3,353,057 tons, or 27-3 per cent. The total net ton-miles 
(excluding free-hauled) were 13-1 per cent. more than in 
August, 1925. Freight train receipts (less expenses of 
collection and delivery) amounted to £8,996,800, an increase 
of £1,425,310, or 18-8 per cent. The freight train miles run 
were 1,058,232 more than in August, 1925, an increase of 
9-6 per cent. The average train load increased from 121!

The area devoted to rice cultivation this year shows a 
slight increase (0-4 per cent.) as compared with 1926. 
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The report states that from sowing until planting-out 
time weather conditions were, on the whole, favourable, and 
the young plants came on well. After planting out fair and 
hot weather set in throughout Japan. In a few districts the 
crop suffered from drought and insect pests, but thanks to 
effective counter-measures the total damage was not serious. 
In July and August the growth of the rice plants gencrally 
was excellent, and storm losses early in September were 
confined to a small section only. 

A record crop is thus anticipated, and prices on the rice 
exchanges, which were already low, have fallen since the 
end of September. In Tokio October delivery was quoted on 
5th October at 31 yen per koku as against 32:93 yen on 28th 
September, while December delivery had fallen from 31°31 
yen on Ist October to 30-29 yen. These prices compare with 
37°76 yen for October delivery and 36-81 yen for December 
delivery on approximately the same date a year ago. 

That the Government are concerned with the continual fall 
in the price of rice and its reaction upon the farmers would 
appear to be evident from their action in announcing last 
month that up to a million koku of certain grades of the 
1926 crop would be purchased at specified prices and added 
to the stock which is always held. This measure, however, 
proved a failure; the total amount purchased was only 
210,000 koku, and, as stated above, prices have not been 
thereby maintained. It was reported in the “‘ Jiji’’ of 7th 
October that the Ministry of Agriculture and Forestry would 
shortly submit proposals to the Rice Committee for the pur- 
chase of a million koku of 1927 rice, and that the Govern- 
ment might take steps to dispose of some of its holdings of 
foreign rice by export to China.

COMMERCIAL CONVENTION. 


The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ”’ for 5th November contains the 
text of a Commercial Convention between Spain and Cuba 
which was signed at Madrid on 15th July. The Convention 
was to enter into force, fifteen days after the exchange of 
ratifications, for a period of two years and thereafter in- 
definitely subject to denunciation at six months’ notice by 
either party. In virtue of a Protocol dated 4th November, 
however, it has already been enforced provisionally as from 
5th November. 

Each country guarantees to the other, in all that concerns 
importalion, exportation and _ transit, complete most- 
favoured-nation treatment with the following exceptions :— 
(i) Cuba may not claim any special concessions which have 
been, or may be, granted by Spain to Portugal or the 
Spanish Zone of Morocco; and most-favoured-nation rights 
as regards Customs duties are limited to specified Cuban 
goods (see below); (ii) Spain may not claim the special con- 
cessions which have been, or may be, granted by Cuba to 
the U.S.A. Most-favoured-nation treatment covers privileges 
or favours conceded to any third country in respect of clear- 
ances of goodsand passengers’ baggage through theCustoms, 
in the matter of local and additional taxation, and also any 
benefits which result from modifications in Customs nomen- 
clature or from explanatory notes, etc., introduced into the 
Customs Tariff. Most-favoured-nation treatment is also 
accorded in respect of direct and indirect taxation applicable 
to the nationals of either Party. 

Treatment of certain Spanish goods in Cuba: (i) Common 
unglazed tiles and natural mineral waters originating in 
Spain and Spanish Possessions are to be admitted into Cuba 
duty free. 

(ii) The following goods of Spanish origin are not to be 
dutiable at higher rates than those in force in Cuba on 15th 
September, 1925, viz. :—Almonds, raisins, hazel nuts, chest- 
nuts, walnuts, olives, dried figs, spirituous liquors, liqueurs, 
and mixed spirits (Tariff No. 276); all wines, except spark- 
ling wines, bottled cider, saffron, safflower, and ‘‘ tobar ’’ 
flowers, fans, sporting guns, cork and manufactures thereof, 
canned fish and shellfish, and preserved vegetables (except 
tomato). 

Treatment of certain Cuban goods in Spain: 

Tobacco; The Spanish monopoly duty of 48 pesetas (gold) 
per kilog. gross will be reduced to 25 pesetas (gold) per 
kilog. net (i.e., weight without packing) for cigars 
manufactured in and coming from Cuba. This reduc- 
tion is applicable to cigars received by the Monopoly 
Company, the minimum sale price of which is to be 70 
ctmos. The Monopoly Company undertakes to purchase 
jeaf.and cut tobacco and cigarillos of Cuban origin to the 
value of not less than 9,000,000 pesetas per annum. |

It is also agreed that the use of the terms ‘‘ Habana,”’ 
‘‘ Habano,’’ ‘‘ Cuba,’’ ‘‘ Vuelta Abajo’’ (or other wording 
indicating Cuban origin) shall be restricted to tobacco of 
Cuban origin. 

Sugar: When the Spanish production of sugar is not 
sufficient to satisfy national consumption, Cuban cane sugar, 
unrefined or centrifugal, up to 96 degrees polarisation, will 
be permitted to be imported at a rate of duty equal to the 
Spanish internal manufacturing tax. Further, the Spanish 
Government undertakes to refund a sum equal to the differ- 
ence between the internal manufacturing tax and the 
amounts actually paid on Cuban sugar imported into Spain 
and subsequently exported in the form of industrial pro- 
ducts. 

Other goods: Spain agrees to grant complete most- 
favoured-nation treatment to the following Cuban products, 
viz., fruit, fresh and dried, in a natural state; fruit pulp; 
vegelable and other preserves; sweets and confectionery; 
preserves in sugar and non-medicinal syrups; coffee in the 
bean, not roasted; cocoa; tortoiseshell; wood of all kinds; 
sisal; cordage; hides and skins; sponges; buttons; palm and 
coconut oils; alcohol, plain spirits, liqueurs and mixed 
spirits. 

The Spanish Government also undertakes to prevent the 
words ‘‘ Cafa de Cuba ’”’ or the like being applied to rum 
or spirits of other than Cuban origin.

IMPORTATION, ETC., OF DANGEROUS DRUGS. 


The Government Gazette Extraordinary of 22nd August 


contains the draft of a proposed Ordinance to amend and 


consolidate the law relating to the importation, exportation, 
sale, etc., of poisons, opium and dangerous drugs. 

The main object of the Ordinance is to give effect to the 
two International Conventions relating to dangerous drugs 
and opium adopted at Geneva in 1925. 

As regards the importation of dangerous drugs an im- 
portant alteration is proposed. Under the present law 
cocaine and its derivatives are imported direct by medical 
practitioners or pharmacists, while medicinal opium and 
galenical extracts and also raw and prepared opium are 
imported by the Director of Medical and Sanitary Services. 
The new Ordinance provides for the import and distribution 
of all dangerous drugs by the Director of Medical and 
Sanitary Services.

SPECIAL EXPORT DUTY ON SUGAR. 


A Bill which was read for the first time at a meeting of 
the Council of Government held on 20th September, 1927, 
provides for the levy of a special export duty of two cents 
of a rupee per 50 kilogrammes on all sugars of the 1927-28 
crop already exported from the Colony, and that such 
special duty shall continue to be levied on all sugars here- 
after exported from the Colony. The proceeds of such duty 
are to be paid to the Sugar Industry Committee for the 
formation of the Sugar Industry Reserve Fund.

IMPORTATION OF DANGEROUS DRUGS. 


Government Notice No. 99 of 1927 contains rules made 
under the authority of the Dangerous Drugs Ordinance, 
1927, governing the importation and distribution of dan- 
gerous drugs in the Colony of Seychelles. 

The rules provide that all such drugs imported into the 
Colony shall be deposited in the Government Pharmacy at 
Victoria under the control of the Chief Medical Officer, and 
shall be issued by him to Medical Practitioners, registered 
Pharmacists, Dentists or Veterinary Surgeons only.

DUMPING DUTY ON CEMENT FROM 
ESTONTA. 


Proclamation No. 283 of 1927, dated 29th September, 1927, 
imposes on cement imported into the Union of South Africa 
from Estonia an ‘‘ ordinary ’’’ dumping duty, provided that 
such dumping duty shall not be imposed on cement shipped 
to the Union from Estonia prior to the date of publication 
of the present Proclamation in the Gazette, namely, 14th 
October, 1927.

The ‘‘ Moniteur Belge ’’ for 6th November announces that 
the requirement of a licence for the import into Belgium of 
colours with a base of aniline was withdrawn on Ist 
November.

GUATEMALA. 





DUTY-FREE IMPORT OF AGRICULTURAL 
MACHINERY. 

H.M. Acting Vice-Consul in Guatemala has forwarded copy 
of arecent Decree (No. 954), which provides for the duty-free 
import into Guatemala of machinery used exclusively for 
working the soil and for harvesting agricultural products. 





MADAGASCAR. 





CONTROL OF EXPORT OF LEAF TOBACCO. 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ (Paris) for 5th November contains 
a Decree, dated 28th October, which prohibits the export of 
leaf tobacco from Madagascar for seven years, except when 
intended for the French Tobacco Monopoly. Exceptions to 
the prohibition may be granted by the Governor-General. 

All tobacco actually exported, whether to the Monopoly or 
not, is to pay the legal export duty, at present 10 per cent. 
ad valorem. | 





MEXICO. 





EXPORT TARIFF MODIFICATIONS. 


The Mexican ‘‘ Diario Oficial ’’ of 29th September contains 
a decree dated 26th September, and effective thirty days 
after the date of publication, which modifies certain head- 
ings in the Mexican Export Tariff to read as follows :—

MOROCCO (SPANISH ZONE). 





CONSUMPTION TAXES ON SUGARED GOODS 
AND CANDLES. 


Tie consumption tax levied on sugar in the Spanish Zone 
of Morocco has not hitherto been applied to honey, molasses, 
chocolates, confectionery, syrups, preserves containing 
sugar, medicaments and the like. This exemption has now 
been withdrawn by a Dahir of 6th August, published in the 
‘‘Boletin Oficial ’’ of the Spanish Zone for 10th August, 
which institutes the following rates of consumption duly 
for such producis, viz. :— 

Honey, molasses, syrups, jams and marmalades, fruit 
jellies, and condensed milk containing sugar—10 pesetas per 
100 kilogs. net. 

Biscuits containing sugar, confectionery, sweets and 
candied or crystallised fruits—20 pesetas per 100 kilogs. ‘net. 

The same issue of the ‘* Boletin Oficial ’’ contains a further 
Dahir, also dated Gth August, which imposes a consumptior 
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tax of 10 pesetas per 100 kilogs. net on candles of all kinds 
imported into the Zone. 

Goods dispatched to the Zone with a direct bill of lading 
before 10th August will not be subject to the above taxes. 





NICARAGUA. 





TARIFF CLASSIFICATION OF MEDICINES. 


In the Nicaraguan Customs Tariff medicines are, in 
general, classed either under Tariff No. 367 as patent 
medicines, paying duties of 50 or 75 per cent. ad valorem, 
according to the alcoholic content, or under Tariff No. 368 
as pharmaceutical products, medicinal preparations, plasters 
and poultices, etc., paying a duty of 30 per cent. ad valorem. 
A Circular, which has been issued recently by the Nicaraguan 
Customs, states that different criteria have been adopted in 
the various Customs Houses as to the classification of pro- 
ducts under one or the other of these Tariff Nos., and the 
Circular therefore lays down general rules for the guidance 
of all Custom Houses in determining such classification. <A 
copy of these rules (in Spanish) may be seen by persons 
interested at the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old 
Queen Street, London, S.W. 1. 





PERU. 





ARTICLES IMPORTED FOR INDUSTRIAL USE. 


H.M. Representative at Lima reports that chestnut, 
sumach and fustic extracts and wool yarn in skeins have 
recently been added to the list of articles which are subject 
to a duty of 10 per cent. ad valorem when imported into 
Peru for industrial use in quantities exceeding 500 kilogs. 





IMPORTATION OF GEOGRAPHICAL TEXT- 
BOOKS AND MAPS. 


H.M. Representative at Lima has forwarded translation of 
a recent Peruvian Decree which provides that all publica- 
tions of a geographical nature in which the international 
boundaries of Peru are marked must be submitted to the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs for approval before being cir- 
culated in the country. 

All geographical books and maps imported into Peru are 
similarly subject to this regulation. 





POLAND. 





IMPORTATION OF TEA AND LARD. 


H.M. Minister at Warsaw reports that the Polish 
authorities have decided that, in future, all import licences 
for tea and lard applied for will be granted in full, owing to 
a scarcity of these products in Poland. Each application for 
an import licence should be accompanied, as formerly, by a 
certificate of origin giving the quantities of these products 
for which application for import licence is made, but it is 
mo longer necessary to present a copy of the invoice. 





REFUND OF IMPORT DUTIES ON RAW MATE- 
RIALS FOR MAKING DYESTUFFS AND 
MACHINE TOOLS FOR EXPORT. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Warsaw 
reports that, by virtue of two Orders dated 10th October, 
ithe import duty paid on raw materials used for the manu- 
facture of artificial dyestuffs and of machine tools which 
are exported from Poland will be refunded at the rate of 
100 zloty per 100 kilogs. of dye stuffs and at the rate of 
‘20 zloty per 100 kilogs. in the case of machine tools. 

The Orders are to remain in force for six months as from 
‘28th October.

PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period 10th to 20th November in respect of import and 
export duties, Customs fines, elc., paid in Spanish silver

SWEDEN. 





IMPORT, ETC., OF ARMS AND AMMUNITION. 


H.M. Representative at Stockholm has forwarded a trans- 
lation of a Decree (No. 338), effective as from lst September, 
which introduces revised regulations for the control of 
firearms and ammunition in Sweden. A licence from the 
Minister of Social Affairs is required for the import of 
firearms and ammunition, but this does not affect consign- 
ments in transit. Provision is also made for licences for 
the possession of, and trade in, firearms. 

The regulations are applicable to firearms (including loose 
barrels and breech-blocks therefor) of all kinds, with the 
exception of small arms (muzzle-loading), smooth-bore 
sporting guns, shooting apparatus for slaughtering 
animals, and air and spring guns. The term ‘* Ammuni- 
tion ’’ includes loaded cartridges for the firearms to which 
the regulations apply, as well as cartridge cases, percussion 
caps and bullets for such arms, smokeless powder and hand- 
grenades and loose parts thereof. If the ammunition also 
falls under the head of explosives the special regulations 
applicable to such must also be complied with.

DUTY ON PHENOL REDUCED. 


The Board of Trade have received copy of a Proclamation 
signed by the President of the United States on 31st October 
reducing the import duty on phenol (carbolic acid) (para- 
graph 27 of the Tariff) from 40 per cent. ad valorem (based 
on the American selling price as defined in Section 402 (f) 
of the Tariff Act) plus 7 cents per Ib. to 20 per cent. ad 
valorem (based on the American selling price) plus 34 cents 
per lb., under the provisions of Section 315 of the Tariff 
Act (i.e., ‘* Flexible Tariff ’’ provisions). 

The investigation held by the Tariff Commission in 
accordance with Section 315 of the Tariff Act established 
the fact that Great Britain was the principal competing 
country.
